" Clouds are © gathering once again on the 
diplomatic horizon of the Entente, and once 
again the storm-centre is the Near East. 
The condition of affairs in Constantinople 
has been far from satisfactory. The city 
and its environs are being administered by 
an Inter-Allied Commission, and Turkish 

are taking full advantage 
of the Allies’ lack of unanimity. 
Recently proof of an extensive plot, which 
aimed at the assassination of several high 
officials and the ultimate expulsion of the 
Allies from the Turkish capital, was laid 
before General Harington,' who is the 
officer in command of the Allied forces at 
Constantinople. He was supplied with the 
names of the chief conspirators, and, hav- 
ing informed the High Commissioners of 
his intention, promptly arrested a number 
of Turks. The British Fleet made a de- 
monstration in the Bosphorus, and General 
Harington's strong action had a very salu- 
tary effect. At the time the High Com- 
missioners raised no objecti General 
Pellé, the principal French official, 
his [Italian colleague. were imelined 
to think that the British attached undue 
importance to the alleged plot, but neither 
opposed the arrests. When the news 
reached Paris, however, the situation 
rapidly changed. Immediate and strongly- 
worded orders were telegraphed to General 
Pellé, who protested most vigorously 
against General Harington’s action and 
accused him of having attempted to assert 
British hegemony at the Straits. Last Fri- 
day Comte de Saint Aulaire, the French 
Ambassador in London, registered a formal 
protest at the Foreign Office on behalf of 
his Government. 

A little item of news which we print to- 
day probably gives the clue to France's 
annoyance. M. Franklin-Bouillon left 
Constantinople on Thursday for Angora, 
taking with him the text of an agreement 
which was negotiated six weeks ago with 
Mustapha Kemal and has received the ap- 
proval of the French Government. This 
agreement establishes a de facto peace be- 
tween France and Turkey, and probably 
will .be presented to the Constantinople 
Government for ratification in due course. 
In pursuit of her traditional Realpolitik in 
the East, France is losing no time in com- 
ing to terms with the Nationalist Turks. 
M. Franklin-Bouillon’s first object is to 
secure for France a concession in the 
Argana-Maden copper mines, and he has 
been charged also with the task of getting 
Mustapha Kemal’s permission to organise 
and instruct the Turkish gendarmerie 
within the limits of the French economic 
sphere of influence. According to a diplo- 
matic correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
however, even larger issues may be at 
stake. The diplomatic atmosphere is thick 
with rumours about Franco-Turkish 
plans in ‘regard to Russia. The exiles 
from the Trans-Caucasian Republics, 
like all other exiles, have drifted to Paris, 
where they have formed a federation, and 
the idea now seems to be that France, with 
Turkey's assistance, will try to recover 
these Republics for their rightful owners, 
taking care, bien entendu, to establish a 
sort of Franco-Turkish protectorate over 
the whole region. To what extent—if 
any—these rumours are true we cannot 
tell. The essential fact is that France is 
seeking a rapprochement with Angora, -and 
that General Harington’s arrest of the 
Constantinople conspirators is not likely 
to improve her chances of success. 

The plain truth about Constantinople, 
as about Upper Silesia, is that the 
Frenth and British policies are widely 
different. France is openly in favour 
of the Turks, as she is in favour of the 
Poles, and Britain is in favour of neither. 
fhhis clash of political views is extremely 
unfortunate, more especially as the suc- 
cess of the French plan in either case would 
involve the collapse of a treaty. The 
Treaty of Sévres is as definitely opposed to 
France s desires in the Near East as the 
Treaty of Versailles is opposed to her 
desires in Upper Silesia: Neither of these 
treaties is perfect, but they cannot be 
revised unless, and until, the Allies agree to 
their revision. The various coups de thédtre 
which have been made since the Armistice 
are symptoms of what is likely to happen 
if the Allies do not succeed in adopting a 
common policy in foreign affairs. D’An- 
nunzio, Zeligowski, Korfanty, and the 
bellicose gentlemen in Western Hungary, 
one after another, have snapped their 
fingers at the treaties and the Allies in 
turn, and the tragic failure of Britain and 
France to agree has allowed them to in- 
dulge in their dangerous antics with im- 
punity. Mustapha Kemal, of couse, is 
the most impudent of all the would-be 
treaty-wreckers, and anything in the nature 
of an alliance between his ragamuffin Go- 
vernment and the French would be disas- 
trous. We have been consistent opponents 
of the Greek adventure in Asia Minor, 
and believe that the egregious “Tino” has 
got no mére than he deserved from Mus- 
tapha Kemal’s army ; but, if the Greek is 
bad, the Turk is worse. The: Allies’ vic- 
tory, for which Lord Allenby was mainly 
responsible, shattered the hideous despot- 
ism which polluted Europe for centuries. 
It must not be restoréd. 


” American Shipping. 


The news from Washington indicates 
that the long-delayed question of the 
United States Government's shipping 
policy is likely to come up for settlement 
in the near future. There has been always 
in the United States a body of politicians 
who, without any perticular knowledge of 
the subject, have advocated, generally for 
political ends, a large mercantile marine. 
Before the war the idea never got beyond 
the political rostrum. When the United 
States became a belligerent in 1917 and 
took up, with characteristic vigour, the 
task of beating the German submarine by 
a campaign of intensive shipbuilding it 
seemed to those who had dreamed of a 
great American merchant marine that 
their opportunity had at last arrived. It 
was not until the passage in 1920 of the 
Merchant Marine Act that Americans 
began to realise that it was one thing to 
have ships and another to have a merchant 
marine. The ditelosures made by Mr. 
Lasker after he had assumed the office 
of Chairman of the United States Ship- 
ping Board caused a wave of pessimism 
to sweep over the country. The ships 
| were there, it appeared, but there was 
| nothing for them to carry. Moreover, they | ced 
were not good ships. Not only was it 
necessary to sell them at a great loss, but 
there was the problem of disposing of 
them at all. Proposals that the United 
States Government itself should become a 
carrier by sea found no favour in many 
quarters. It was apparent, however, 
that the Government could not simply 
sit back and do nothing to put the 
nation’s formidable merchant fleet to prac- 
tical use. Hence atose the need for a 
definite policy such as is likely to te 
enunciated by the President in the course 
of the next two or three weeks. The 


policy will consist in the exercise by the 


Government, to a greater or less extent, 


of the SERA OLR upon it by the 
Merchant Marine Act. At present a 
modest duty on “indirect'’ cargoes— 
cargoes carried by foreign bottoms 
to American ports from ports other 
than those of the country whose 
flag the ship flies—is being discussed. By 

is means an American vessel would 
have an advantage, to the extent of the 
duty, over a British vessel on a cargo 
brought from a South American port. A 
duty of 10 per cent. is suggested, but this 
would not overcome the handicap placed 
on the American vessel by the Jones Act. 
Moreover, the most obvious result would 
be the transfer to South American flags 
not only of the British ships trading 
between South American and United 
States ports, but very soon of the Ameri- 
can ships that were intended to constitute 
the United States merchant marine. The 
fact of the matter is that no amount of 
legislation can build a mefchant marine 
in a country where absence of the sea- 
faring spirit, high wages, stringent ship- 
ping laws, and the inability to assimilate 
any amount of feturn cargoes’ militate 
against it. The American people are 
shrewd enough to see this and to refuse 
to let sentiment interfere with their busi- 
ness.. The great American merchant 
marine myth will expire when it becomes 
apparent that only political capital can 
be made out of it. 


Food Prices. 


The Irish householder has revolted at 
last against the high cost of living. He 
was patient while high prices were in- 
evitable ; but he knows now that they are 
being maintained by the greed of the 
“profiteer’’ long after larger supplies 
and reduced wages have brought down the 
cost of production. Those traders who, 
like certain speakers at. the Grocers’ Exhi- 
bition in London, believe that the clamour 
against dear food and clothes and coal is 
merely “a newspaper stunt’”’ will have a 
rude awakening. On this occasion, at 
least, the country is very much in earnest. 
A real public opinion on the subject has 
been created in Dublin—the most easy- 
going of European cities—and there are 
many signs-of provincial activity. Derry 
has appointed a citizens’ committee to 
deal with the cost of living. We learn 
to-day that Waterford, too, has begun the 
fight, with immediate and gratifying re- 
sults. Its city co-operative society and anti- 
“ profiteering’ committee have arranged 
to open, on Friday, a bakery where bread 
will be sold “for use, not profit.” “No 
sooner was this announcement made than 
local bakers decided to reduce the 
price of the one-pound loaf from 4d. to 
34d. The new price of the same loaf in 
Dublin is 33d., while 1s. will buy a four- 
pound loaf in London. Waterford has 
started also a municipal depét where 
milk, hitherto sold at sevenpence or eight- 
pence a quart, will be sold for fivepence. 
We have little faith in municipal trading ; 
but, if the new depét can obtain supplies 
which any well-managed concern could sell 
profitably at fivepence, it will have struck 
a blow for honest dealing in one of the 
prime necessaries of life. Although the 
local “milk ring’’ has proved to be too 
strong for the Dublin Corporation, its 
triumph is likely to be brief. Civic 
opinion demands with increasing urgency 
a reform not only of Dublin milk prices, 
but of the whole system on which the 
business is conducted. Some useful and 
striking evidence on this subject was sub- 
mitted yesterday to the Commission of In- 
quiry into the Resources and Industries 
of Ireland. 


A Point of View. 


History, like landscapes, presents different 
aspects when seen from different points 
of view. A point of view which will 
be almost startling)y novel to the Christian 
world is being put before the League of 
Nations by the Arabs of Palestine. As 
everybody knows, England is now engaged 
in the task of restoring the Jews to their 
“ national home ” ; and Englishmen, how- 
ever they may question the political wis- 
dom of the project, never have questioned 
Zionism’s traditional claims. The Arabs 
refuse to admit these claims at all. They 
maintain that their own people—of whom 
690,000 now live in Palestine, as against 
76,000 Jews—have inalienable rights, senti- 
mental as well as political, to the sacred 
soil. The actual occupation of Palestine 
by the Jews lasted for seven hundred years 
and virtually ended with the capture of 
Jerusalem by the Emperor Titus in A.D. 
70. In A.D. 635 the Arabs conquered the 
country and have remained in possession 
except for an interval of some two hundred 
years during the Crusades. In other 
words, they have occupied Palestine for 
nearly thirteen centuries. One of the 
Arab delegates to Geneva is Shibly Jamal, 
who was educated for Holy Orders in the 
Church of England. He argues that, if 
the Bible had not been written, the Jews’ 
comparatively brief occupation of Palestine 
would have been forgotten long ago.
